Homeowners from the Pine Hill 
Lakes development presented the village 
board with a resolution against Northfleid 
Developers and asked the board to consider 
excepting the resolution. 

The resolution, which was endorsed 
by 40 Pine Hill Lakes homeowners, called 
for the village to take possession of 
Northfield's money covered by the 
development bond, that the improvement 



tasks be completed by a given date, that 
bids are solicited and the builder awards 
those bids, and that all permits, building 
and occupancy, be frozen to any developer. 

Pine Hills Lakes residents have been 
complaining about cracking foundations, 
sinking homes, a lack of street lights, 
sewer problems, etc. 

Village Engineer John Bolt said the 
last he heard the NBD Bank of Evanston 
was going to foreclose on Northfleid 
Developing Co. and would honor repair 



work within the development for eight- 12 
weeks. However, the bank will not honor 
warranty related work. 

"Last Thursday a representative from 
the bank said the he was working on the 
details of the foreclosure and that the bank 
would have another developer finish the 
development The bank is also aware that 
no building permits will be issued when it 
takes over the development," said Bolt 

Trustee Don Amundsen commented, 
"The development must be brought up to 



date with the new developer before any 
additional building permits arc issued." 

One Pine Hill Lakes resident is 
concerned that a new developer will put all 
of his money into correcting the 
subdivision, while having no money left 
over to build any more new homes. He 
also said, "We might be digging our own 
graves here. No one is going to come in 
atid complete the development if they can't 
get building permits."

Antioch to boom in 90s with expansion

The next 10 years may very well be 
extremely busy for the village of Antioch. 

AhtioctTs small town setting is. 
expected to entice more commercial and 
residential developments to settle within 
the village during the 1990s, causing the 
upscale town to experience a population 
boom to twice its current size, 

"I expect that Antioch will grow like 
Liberty viJle, Mundlein and Vernon Hills. 



but we will have a handle on our growth. 
We will be able to keep our density 
down," said Mayor Robert Wilton. 

Wilton projected this year's 1990 
census will show Antioch as having a 
population of 6,500-7,000 residents, 
which compared to the 1980 census figure 
of 4,400, it suggests the population has 
almost doubled over, the last 10 years. 

Since the last census report, Antioch 
has. had 800 housing units pledged, such 
as Falcan Nest, Heron Harbor and Pine 



Hill Crest, that has raised the population 
figure by 2.000-3,000 residents. 

The mayor estimates that by the year 
2000, Antioch will have about 12,000 
residents. "I nope this is not high, because 
1 like the rural atmosphere. I like the way 
Antioch was in the 1940's, a rural, small, 
fun town," said Mayor Wilton. 

In 1976 the Northeast Planning 
Commission came out with a 10-year 
expansion report, which projected the 
rapid growth of Liberty ville, Mundlein 




and Vernon Hills. The report also 
estimated the expansion boom would 
move up through Round Lake Beach, then 
up to Lake VU la/Lin denhurst and then to 
Antioch. 

Antioch's future expansion boom will 
grow to the east as far as Deep Lake Rd. 
to Rle. 45, because the area is wide open 
with farm land. The expansion can not 
move to the north due to the state line, 
and there is limited development space to 
the west and to the south side of town as 
well. 

Mayor Wilton explained the 
expansion would move into Antioch more 
quickly if there were an accessible route to 
the tollway from a double lane highway 
like Rte. 132, which runs from Lake Villa 
through Lindcnhurst to 1-94. 

The mayor suggested that a possible 
solution to this problem would be to 
widen Rtes. 173 and 41, which run 
towards the tollway. He also said, "If 
railroad transportation is ever made 
available it will attract a lot of while 
collar works who are employed in 
downtown Chicago to move out this 
way." 

Residents can expect to see more 
single family homes and condominiums. 
Excluded from the future expansion plans 
are apartment complexes. "We are already 
saturated with apartments. The village is 
looking for better living conditions for the 
community," said Mayor Wilton. 

Future commercial developments will 
extend from Rte. 173 to Deep Lake Rd. 
According to Mayor Wilton, in the very 
near future Ebb Tide's Watcrbcd Store will 
be torn down and Cedar St. will be 
extended. Also, stoplights will be 
installed at the intersection of Cedar and 
Main Sts. 

Commercial developments are needed 
if the housing boom is working its way 
towards Antioch, because 75 percent of 
the village's income comes from sales tax 
revenue.

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Literacy Program strives to aid county residents

A mother cannot read a bedtime story to 
her child. A teenager passes his history 
class without ever opening the book. A 
man buying groceries cannot tell tomato 
soup from chicken. 

Lake County is not immune to illiter- 
acy. An estimated 31,000 residents of the 
county are unable to read or read below the 
eighth grade level. 

"All their lives they've formed a defense 
mechanism against people finding out that 
they are illiterate," said Jackie Hamlett, 



people in the county are based on the 
numbers of people that have not com- 
pleted eighth grade. 

"I hate to say it that way," she said. 
"There are people that didn't go to eighth 
grade that have phenomenal reading 
skills." 

Hamlett said there arc several reasons 
why people, who have managed to get by 
over the years, finally decided to come in 
for help. They may be passed by for a 
promotion, for example, or are laid off and 
cannot fill out an application for another 
job. 



1/2-hour sessions at the College of Lake 
County (CLC) before tutoring begins. 

"They all have one thing in common — 
they really want to help someone lcam to 
read," said Hamlett. 

Students can be referred by a friend, 
relative, teacher, librarian, social worker 
or an employer. After that, individualized 



assessment of a person's skills is per- 
formed before tutoring or classes begin. 

Money for the program is provided by 
the Secretary of State's Libraries for 
Literacy program and Illinois State Board 
of Education for the CLC branch. This 
year the Lake County literacy budget us a 
whole is $90,000.

Program (LCLP). "For them to come to 
us and admit they need help' is a very big 
step. Fear of what people will think of 
them is probably the biggest thing that 
keeps them away." 

A coalition of organizations concerned 
with literacy, the program offers classes in 
adult basic education (literacy), English as 
a second language, GED (high school 
equivalency), high school credit courses, 
and study skills classes. The program cur- 
rently has between 250-350 students and 
300 active tutors. 

Barbara Hall, literacy coordinator at the 
College of Lake County branch of the 
LCLP, said the estimates of illiterate 



"One student worked in a gas station for 
five years. He memorized 110 different 
kinds of cigarette packages," Hamlett said. 
"I know others who would take the bus 
and figured out which stop to get off at by 
counting the number of light poles." 

Hall said illiteracy is not an indication 
of lower intelligence. Simply, because 
someone cannot read, she said, does not 
mean they are intelligently inferior. 

"A lot are very bright people that find 
ways to compensate for not being able to 
read," said Hall. 

Students are taught by carefully-trained 
volunteers from all over the county. The 
program requires tutors to attend six 2 



The Public Service Committee of the 
Lake County Board will conduct a public 
hearing on the possibility of allowing 
horses on a county-owned bicycle and 
walking trail.

"I don't know that they'll do it 
atall." 

Antioch school board officials have been 
looking into relieving its bulging build- 
ing. Suggestions range from re-drawing 
the boundary lines and sending more 
Lindenhurst students to Grayslake, to 
building an entire new high school facil- 
ity. That, said Palombi, was where the 
suggestion to rent space came from. 

"If we were to build a new building we 
would have to find a use for this one," 
said Antioch School DisL 117 Supt. Gary 
Allen. 

Dist. 41, which includes Intermediate 
and Pleviak schools in Lake Villa and B J. 
Hooper school in Lindenhurst, has been 



expanding rapidly as well due to 
increasing growth in the area. 

"We discussed it and this was one of the 
alternatives we came up with," Palombi 
said. 

Dist. 1 17 recently had a 25-mcmbcr cit- 
izens advisory group look into expansion 
possibilities. The number one suggestion 
on the advisory group's list was to expand 
the current four-year, building, possibly on 
the north side near the gym or the west 
side, tearing down a portion of the old 
building and expanding the building po- 
tential in that area.

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Liquor commission adjusts provision for VFW post

Antioch's Liquor Commission has 
provided the village's VFW Post 45 with 
a solution to its financial problems. 

Mayor Robert Wilton and Deputy 
Commissioner and Village Board Trustee 
Larry Hanson have agreed to waive the 
$250 security cost, which the post is 
required to pay for police security at every 
social function held in the post's hall, on 
a case to case basis. 

"The prior ruling will stand, but the 
post will have to petition for each 
function's charge to be. waived. The 
provision is a safeguard to overlook what 
the post is doing," said Hanson. 



This payment provides the post with 
two uniform officers at a function to 
maintain law and order and to prevent 
another situation from arising like back 
on May 28, 1989 in which a fight broke 
out in the parking lot of the post lodge. 

If a situation like this were to arise 
again now that the provision has been 
adjusted, the burden of the costs for 
having, officers arrive on the scene lay 
upon the post 

Due to last year's fight, the post had 
its liquor licence revoked. It was 
eventually reinstated, but only with the 
acceptance of certain provisions. 

"The $250 security cost is not a 
penalty. The post is just paying for the

Village adopts 
tree ordinance 



The village board 
passed a tree ordinance 
Monday night, which 
provides for the 
preservation and 
replacement of trees within 
the Village of Antioch. 

It is now public policy 
of the village, to replace, 
by replanting, trees that are 
removed in the course of 
construction of public 
improvements in 
subdivisions or planned 
unit developments. 

The purpose of the 
ordinance is not to 
discourage new 

developments or restrict 
property owners' rights to 
their land, but to insure 
there will be more trees and 
wildlife habitat after a 
development is built 

According to the board, 
mass cuts and fills during 



construction arc responsible 
for more tree loss in 
development areas than any 
other single factor and this 
ordinance is aimed at 
curbing this destruction of 
trees. 

An incentive to saving 
existing trees is that it is 
usually less expensive to 
preserve than buy new trees 
and plant them. 

The reasoning behind 
the adoption of such an 
ordinance is that trees 
contribute to the scenic 
beauty of the village and 
increase property value, but 
also prevents damage to the 
environment by providing 
oxygen within the 
environment for human 
organisms and by 
preserving wildlife, such as 
a home for birds.

How roads get built Politically Speaking 



Cynics are having a field day what with 
the machinations going on in high places 
to get official sanction to construct a four 
lane super highway through the middle of 
Lake County to connect with Rtc, S3 that 
ends now at the Lake-Cook county line. 

Just as the quartcr-ccntury-old highway 
plan miraculously was resuscitated two 
years ago by minions in the Illinois Div. 
of Transportation, the once described 
"highway to nowhere" since has been 
going through some magical 
transformations and today exists in the 
minds of builders and pushers as a 
tollway. 

Gov. James Thompson pulled the 
controversial roadway off the front burner 
in the waning days of the last session of 
the General Assembly, thereby 
accomplishing two ends: 1. diffusing a 
potential campaign hot potato in the 
November election; 2. positioning the 
Illinois Tollway Authority "to rescue" the 
flagging project so strenuously opposed 
by environmentalists and supported by 
frustrated motorists who can't figure out 
why officialdom refuses to do anything 
about upgrading existing highway 
corridors to relieve rush hour 
entanglements and gridlock. 

Debate over the beleaguered highway 
plan at least solved one long-standing 
question — where the Rtc. S3 extension "is 
going." We now arc told Rtc. 53 will 
connect Waukcgan on the north with 
Joliet on the south through a link-up with 
1-355. 

Now that the Rtc. 53 extension finally 
has plopped into the lap of the Tollway 
Authority, there will be no slopping 
construction. The Tollway Authority is a 



power unto itself answerable only to the 
governor. A few minor legal adjustments 
are needed in the General Assembly to 
pave the way for the beginning of 
construction in 1992. The "beauty" of the 
tollway plan is that tax money will not be 
used to build the northern loop of Rtc. 53. 
The cynics were right on the button in 
calling this one. 

Members of the Corridor Planning 
Council for Central Lake County, 
representing the 17 municipalities that will 
be impacted by Rtc. 53 construction, were 
flabbergasted that the highway program 
had been turned over to the Tollway 
Authority. Some of Corridor Council 
members feel they have been double- 
crossed. Welcome to the real world of 
how highways arc built in the suburbs. 

Cynics also arc taking a few "Mold you 
so" bows on how IDOT would acquire 
right-of-way at Rtcs. 45 and 120. 
Eighteen months ago a reader called to tell 
us that a high roller had acquired acreage 
in the vicinity of Arbor Vista Subdivision 
and that the high roller's politically 
connected son would engineer sale of the 
land to IDOT for a handsome profit after 
the high roller had the open farm land 
annexed to the Village of Grayslake and 
rczoncd for commercial. 
The only thing the the reader neglected to 
say was that a state legislator's law firm 
would represent the high roller and how 
much profit the high roller would reap. 
Oh well, you can't be right about 
everything! 

The story on how roads get built in 
Illinois is an open book. Apparently, 
only cynics read the book.

Chicago's Wisdom Bridge Theater gets a strong 
performance from its cast in the world premiere of Sol 
Saks' "Soft Remembrance," but it's not enough to prevent 
the thinly structured production from caving in on itself.

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We're now deep into summer, and in need of new recipes 
for those outdoor barbecue buffs; 

A new barbecue sparcrib recipe from Kansas City and 
potato salad from down south with a new twist will add 
new zest to that barbecue agenda. 

Kansas City-style spareribs 

6 garlic cloves, crushed 

8 to 9 pounds pork spareribs (about 3 racks) 

2 tsp. salt 

1/2 tsp freshly ground pepper 

1 cup (packed) dark brown sugar 

3/4 cup coarse grainy mustard 

1/3 cup cider vinegar 

1/4 cup molasses 

1 1/2 Tbls. dry mustard 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. Rub garlic into both sides 
of ribs and season with salt and pepper. Arrange ribs meaty 
side down on a large baking sheet. Bake 1 hour, turning 
ribs after 20 minutes. (Ribs can be baked a day ahead. 
Remove to a rack and let drain and cool. Then wrap in 
plastic wrap and refrigerate.) 

In a medium nonrcactivc sauce-pan, combine brown 
sugar, grainy mustard, vinegar, molasses, and dry mustard. 
Bring to a boil, reduce heat, and simmer, stirring to 
dissolve sugar, 5 minutes. Remove glaze from heat and let 
cool slightly. 

Prepare a hot fire. Place prebaked ribs meaty side up on 
an oiled grill set 4 to 6 inches from coals. Spread one third 
of glaze over ribs and cook until mealy side is browned and 
crisp, about 5 minutes. Tum again and spread remaining 
glaze on top. Grill until bouom side is well browned and 
crisp, about 5 minutes longer. Cut into individual ribs or 
portions for serving. Serves 6. 

Dixie-style potato salad 

10 medium large all-purpose or "boiling" 

potatoes 

1 cup chopped scallions 




3 hard-cooked eggs, chopped 

1 green pepper, finely chopped 

1/2 cup coarsely chopped sweet pickles 
1/4 cup minced celery 

2 Tbls. chopped pimento-stuffed olives 

1 to 1 1/2 cups mayonnaise 

salt and freshly ground black pepper to taste 
Boil the potatoes in their jackets, in salted water until 
just tender, about 30 minutes. Peel and slice or dice them. 
Blend in all ingredients, except the salt and pepper, and 
enough mayonnaise to bind the salad together. Use a 
wooden fork and spoon, lifting and folding the potatoes as 
gently as possible. Taste for seasoning and add salt or 
pepper if required. Tum into a large shallow bowl or platter 
and decorate with any of the garnishes listed. Garnish: 
Sliced hard-cooked eggs, dill or sweet gherkins, strips of 
canned pimento, sliced cucumbers, stuffed green olives, or 
black Italian olives. 

Vanilla Chocolate Chunk 

2 to 3 oz. semisweet chocolate 
1 large egg 

1 cup half-and-half 



3/4 cup granulated sugar 

1 Tbl. vanilla extract 

3 cups heavy cream 

Chop the chocolate into 1/4 inch pieces and chill in the 
refrigerator. Put the egg, half-and-half, sugar, and vanilla 
extract in a blender. Blend on medium speed until the 
mixture is smooth and sugar is dissolved. Slowly add the 
cream and continue blending on low speed until mixture is 
smooth, about 30 seconds. 

Transfer the mixture to your ice cream machine and 
freeze according to manufacturer's instructions. When the 
ice cream is almost completed, add the chocolate pieces.

"It is a parent's responsi- 
bility to choose and serve 
nutritious food. Period," 
said Becky Wcstovcr, a cer- 
tified home economist with 
Dairy Council of Wiscon- 
sin. "Many parents try to 
take their responsibility 
further and control what and 
how much the child cats. 

"However, it is the child's 
responsibility," says West- 
over, "to determine what he 
cats and how much." 

Many parents worry that 
if they don't control what 
their child cats, he won't gel 
the food he needs to grow 
and be healthy. Children, 
however, have a built-in 
ability to determine how 
much they need to cat. If a 
parent overrides this ability, 
the child will never learn to 
be aware of his own hunger. 

"The ability to interpret 
your own hunger is really 
the skill that needs to be 
taught at the dinner table," 
said Wcstovcr. "When 
parental control overrides 
the child's own hunger sig-

Forcing a child to clean 
his plate is a common ex- 
ample of a parent overstep- 
ping his responsibility. 
Using dessert as a reward or 
punishment is another ex- 
ample. 

"It's not really what you 
say," said Wcstovcr, "it's 
how you say it. Parents can 
gently urge children to try 
new foods. But if it be- 
comes too forceful, the 
child feels that he has to 
rebel." 

Rebellion leads to strug- 
gles between parents and 
children. The child's eating 
suffers, the parents' nerves 
suffer, and a cycle of de- 
structive behavior ensues. 

To break this cycle, 
Wcstovcr recommends that 
parents first sit down and 
determine their own atti- 
tudes about food. Do you 
try to control or manipulate 
your child with food? Think 



about rules your parents 
made for mealtimes and 
how you felt about them. 
Do you follow the same 
pattern with your children? 

"Most adults have their 
own hang-ups about eating 
and play them out in the 
way they feed their chil- 
dren," said Wcstovcr. 

Next, seek knowledge on 
eating problems and how to 
deal with them. Wcstovcr 
recommends the book, 
"How to Get Your Kid to 
Eat...But Not Too Much," 



by Ellyn Salter, a registered 
dietician. The book illus- 
trates its key points with 
case studies of eating prob- 
lems and how the author 
handled them. 

After learning about eat- 
ing, practice handling the 
child correctly. Westovcr 
recommends working at it 
for a period of one week. 
During the week, attempt to 
structure mealtime as a 
pleasant time. Make no at- 
tempt to control the child's 
part of meal responsibility. 



Observe the effect this has 
on the child's eating behav- 
ior. 

"The child will develop a 
sense of control over his 
eating," said Wcstovcr. "He 
will learn to trust that he 
will get what he wants to 
eat, no more and no less. 
Eventually mealtimes will 
become more pleasant, and 



the child will develop better 
eating habits."
